DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10 June 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding claims 11, 12, 15, and 16, Applicants allege "Terui (US 
6,538,319) does not teach or suggest a 'thermally enhanced printed circuit (PC) wiring 
board for ball grid integrated circuit packages.'" In defense of this position Applicants 
contend that the packages disclosed by Terui "are intended to be mounted on 
motherboards like applicants 1 PC wiring boards" (emphasis original). However, as 
Applicants have pointed out claim 1 1 of the instant application recites "A thermally 
enhanced printed circuit (PB) wiring board for ball grid integrated circuit packages...." 
The invention of Terui is clearly disclosed as being a printed circuit wiring board (see 
col. 3, lines 30-40). Additionally, Terui discloses that this board has thermal 
enhancements (see col. 3, lines 25-35). Moreover, Terui clearly states that the wiring 
board is used in a ball grid integrated circuit package (see col. 3, lines 1-5). Based on 
the above stated "motherboard" analogy, it appears Applicants desire to define their 
invention as a board to which ball grid integrated circuit packages are to be mounted 
thereon. However, this is not what is reflected in the current claim language. If 
Applicants intend to make this distinction it should be expressly stated in the claim 
language. 

Regarding claims 13, 14, and 17, Applicants have provided no additional 
arguments. Thus, the traversal of all pending rejections is deemed unsuccessful.
